The civil service law's of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new' liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware cf 
.he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts arc 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as th8y are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva 
tive policy; butJJie mass of officeholder.! 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere w’here partisanship has been ban­ 
ished. or that party zeal is not rew arded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of $7S6,000. who step “down and 
out” with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries 
of 
$1,080,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many ut the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys, governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

As primitive man 
had to become familiar with his en­ 
vironment, and 
learn, for his sub-

in cave or thicket, what roots and 
fruits were nutritious or haimful. vhat 
animals wert available for eating, and 
Avhat animals he had to guard against 
if he would live—so tile birds and 
beasts had to do likewise, and learn. 
in their way. what we call geography 
nowadays. 
To understand what thl.s 
science is nowadays, glance over the 
latest periodicals of societies devoted 
to it. 
Nothing that deals Avith the 
depths of the sea. the heights of the 
mountains, the run of tides, the dan­ 
ger of the plains, climate, excavations 
of ancient cities, the races of mankind, 
vegetahle life and organic Ijfe, mlgra- 
* tiou—nothing that deals with these is 
outside geograjdiy, which once seemed 
the easiest stiuly of young days. 
As the late hydrographer of the Brit­ 
ish Navy said, 
in an addres>j just 
printed after his death, “to read the 
daily newspajiers requires either a 
geographical knowledge or eon.stant 
reference lo maps,” and the misiakes 
made by those responsible for the con­ 
duct of public affairs “by want of the 
most elementary knowletlge are in­ 
numerable." 
It is not all in under­ 
standing a map, though that in itself 
is not a common facility. 
I.et us re­ 
member that it iloes not end with the 
charted outlines of the world, or the 
relief of lands, or even of sea depths. 
Its tield has been stated to be “the face 
of the earth.’’ yet that, too, is far with­ 
in what this most human science is 
parent of. 
It has to do with tests of 
atmosphere, and the profile of the 
ocean’s be<l and what lives there. 
How irregular coast lines make a 
difference in people on the land; how 
man, superior to plants, has overcome 
mountains; how different he becomes 
in these altitudes from what he is iii

he dipped into the .sea’; how this last 
mentioned nation is derived from a 
mixture of Korean and Malay blood 
and it got its language .and religion 
and art from China and Korea, and its 
pre.senl civilization from the West; 
how the Victoria Falls, discovered in 
ISfiO. may now be reached in comfort, 
and how .Siberia and Newfoundland 
may lie crossed by rail iii “sleepers," 
and “diners”—all this concerns modern 
geography. 
It Is part of geography how the 
Black Hills of Colorado, rising sud­ 
denly from a plain, produce rainfalls 
there, which in turn produce forests 
and wash away the surface soil, ex ­ 
posing ore. and thus attract populOitloii. 
It is p a n of geography when the 4r»0 
miles of ice mass as high as the tall­ 
est New York building has receded 
fourteen miles toward the South Pole 
since 1841; or w’hen it is found that out 
of the Red Sea runs at the bottom a 
current more rapid than that which 
runs in at the top. 
So al.so when Can­ 
ada 
erects two new provinces, 
or 
Alaska reveals gold, or removes its 
capital from Sitka to .Tuneau, or when 
it is demonstrated that the moon does 
not foretell the weather. 
So. likewise. 
when Norwa.v chooses to he a kingdom 
instead of a republic (and elects a 
kingli and when 4GG miles of tele­ 
phones are stretched up the Congo, or 
telegraph poles are. as they w'ill be 
next winter, set across Sahara De.^ert. 
This scarcely begins to indicate what 
the new georgraphy comprises, or how, 
with the growth of communication 
among the human inhabitants of the 
earth —with the invention of steam, 
the printing press, electricity. Marconi- 
graphs and the indefatigable enterprise 
of exiilorers—the old limitations liave 
been extended. 
In a few years KKX) 
miles more of coast line have been 
mapped toward the South Pole; few 
lilaces in the ocean, which used to have 
“unfathomable depths,” remain 
un- 
souiuh^l; the sacred and impenetrable 
city of Lhasa has been penetrated; 
Korea 
has been deprived of an im­ 
memorial sovereignty; Mexico’s “free 
zone" has been abolished; seven and 
one-half feet high gorillas have been 
shot on the French Congo: the origin 
of the horse has been settled iii our 
own West, and the discovery of the 
birthplace of civilization is believed 
to be on the eve of fulfilment by a 
C’arnegie Institute expedition to T ur­ 
kestan. under sand drift brought on 
by the receding of rivers and the winds 
of time.—New- York Press.

A DEEP BORING. 


F arts of 
Interest G leaned Tlirougti 
H a lf M ile W ell. 
Ill 1857 for some reason it was 
Ihoiight profitable aud possible to se­ 
cure an aricsiau well in the State 
House yard. 
The geology of Ohio as 
a science was still unwritten. 
In fact, 
the first volume of the Ohio Geological 
Reports contains tao written record of 
this boring. 
Down 277,5 feet—over half a mile— 
the auger was sent by the slow' and 
laborious process of the time, and 
nearly a year was spent in the work. 
The boring was commenced on Novem­ 
ber 4, 1857, and stopped October I, 
1858. 
No artesian water was found. 
The boring w'as made in the eastern 
p a rt of the grounds. 
Its site was 
pointed out to the writer some :• ears 
ago, and it is now probably covered by 
th e cement walk extending out to 
Third street from the Judiciary build­ 
ing. 
W ater was struck and plenty of 
it—fresh, 
salt, 
sulphur, 
magnesian, 
etc., but none of it came to the top. 
Professor Theodore G. Worm ley, the 
professor 
of 
chemistry 
in 
Starling 
Medical College, embraced the oppor­ 
tunity to secure the te uperature of 
th is deep boring. 
With a thermome­ 
te r placed in a specialty prepared iron 
case, and left at the bottom of the 
boring twenty-four hours, he found the 
tem perature at the bottom to be 88 
jdegrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Making 
de­ 
ductions for the distance below the 
surface at whicb the heat of the sun 
cea.ses to be felt, bo computed that the 
tem perature increased one degree for 
every seventy-one feet of descent. 
At 
th a t time E.iropean 
scientists w’ho 
w ere carefully studying this branch of 
physical geography had est! nated that 
th e temperature increased in cuch con­ 
ditions one degree for every sixty-six 
feet. 
There is no reocrd of the cost of 
the bo”ing, but u must have been con­ 
siderable, as the facilities and appara­ 
tu s 
were primitive 
(‘om parer 
with 
th o s 2 In use now. 
Tliough failing of 
its principal purpose, the State seems

Japanese .Toeslers. 
The marvellous perforp>auoes of the 
jugglers of Japan have been widely 
known ever sim^ the isolation of the 
Island Empire was broken. More than 
thirty years ago Bayard Taylor, the 
American traveler and literator, told 
this story; 
“I was witness to some astonishing 
specimens of illusion. 
After a variety 
of tricks with tops, cups of w'ater and 
paper bnttertlies, the juggler exhibited 
to the spectator.^ a large open fan, 
which he held in his right hand, then 
threw it into the air, caught it by the 
handle in his left hand, squatted, down, 
fanned himself, and then turning his 
head in profile, gave a loud sigh, dur­ 
ing which the image of a galloping 
horse issued from his mouth. 
Still 
fanning hiimself. he shook from his 
right sleeve an army of little men, who 
presently, bowing and dancing, van­ 
ished out of sight. 
Then he bowed, 
closed the fan and held it in his tw’o 
hands, during which time his own 
head disappeared, then became visible. 
but of colossal size, and finally reap­ 
peared in its natural dimensions, but 
multiplied four or five times. 
They 
set a ja r before him, and in a short 
time he issiiiHl from the neck, rose 
slowly in the air. and vanished in 
clouds along the celling."

Butter For Pigs’ Feet—Cream one- 
quarter cup of butter w'itli a table 
spoonful of lemon juice, half a level 
teaspoonful of salt and a dust of cay­ 
enne. 
Work w'ith a 
small 
wooden 
spoon until smooth. 
Broiled Pigs’ Feet—Brush the pigs’ 
feet over with a little melted butter 
and dust w’ith .salt and pepper. 
Broil 
in a wire broiler as if they were a 
piece of steak, which will take abou^f 
five minutes. 
Serve with seasoned 
butter. 
Virginia Sugar Cake — Four eggs, 
three cups of brown sugar, one cup of 
sour cream, one cup of butter, one tea­ 
spoonful of soda, flour enough to roll 
out. 
Work as little as possible. 
Roll 
sugar on the dough before cutting out 
T'se a broad knife in lifting into the 
pan and brown well. 
A Fine Salad—This salad w'as serveri 
recently at a luncheon, and. shocking 
as it.s mixture sounds, it was delicious 
Sliced oranges w'ere .sprinkled lightly 
w ith ar minced Bermuda onion and a r 
ranged on a bed of lettuce. 
Over the 
salad w'ere dotted sections of grape 
fruit pulp, and over all was turned a 
generous 
quantity 
of 
mayonnaise 
mixed very 
liberally with 
whipped 
cream. 
Bisque of Crabs—Pound togeUier in 
a mortar the meat of a dozen hard 
shelled,crabs and haif a cup of boiled 
rice. 
Add this pulp to a quart of rich 
milk; let it come to a boil, then simmer 
for five minutes, stin in g it meanwhile 
Remove from the fire and press through 
a puree sieve; add one tablespoonful 
of butter, salt and pepper, then place 
ui>on the fire, allowing It to come to a 
boil before adding a cupful of whippet 
cream. Serve immediately. 
Fish Broth a la 
Lucullus — Slice 
three medium sized onions, and fry 
in a little butter until a pale yellow' 
Take three and a half pounds of any 
firm fleshed fish, such as bass, trout 
pike, etc., cut into pieces, adding to it 
two sliced carrots, four stalks of pars 
ley, one of thyme, a clove of garlic, six 
pepper corns, one clove, salt to taste 
and a bay leaf, if procurable, together 
W'ith the fried onions. Cover the w'^hole 
with cold water and cook gently over 
a good but not hot fire for two hours 
Serve with thin slices of dry toast. 
Hotch Potch—Hotch potch is an old 
fashioned Scotch dish. 
It is a thick 
puree-like soup. It may be made either 
from fresh or cooked meat. 
This is 
one way of making it: Three or four 
pounds of loin chops are put into 
saucepan with about three quarts of 
boiling water. 
Peas, haricot beans 
carrots, half a turnip, parsley, a little 
bit of cabbage and some green onions 
are added. 
Boil this very slowly for 
an hour and a quarter, season with 
pepper and salt. 
It should be a thick 
broth when done.

barber’s achievements. 
Nevertheless, there are numerous in­ 
stances of barbers w'ho have become 
celebrities in various fields of human 
endeavor. 
Ill former times the barber’s craft 
was dignified with the title of pro- ^ 
fession, be it known. 
It W'as conjoined 
with the art of surgery. 
In the time 
of Henry VHI. of England it was en­ 
acted that the barbers should confine 
themselves to the minor operations of 
blood-letting and drawing teeth, while 
the surgeons were prohibited from bar­ 
bery or shaving. 
I..ater on—about the 
middle of the eighteenth century—the 
tw'o callings were entirely separate. 
The striped pole in front of shops 
to-day is symbolic of former times, 
suggesting the period w'hen the bar­ 
ber W'as also a surgeon aud indicating 
the ribbon for bandaging the arm in 
bleeding. 
It was long after tile vocations be­ 
came distinct that Edward Burtenshaw 
Siigden rose to eminence. Sugden w'as 
the son of a hairdresser in Duke street. 
Westminster, and was assistant iii the 
shop. 
When he was forty-one years 
of age he was made king’s counsel 
and chosen a bencher of Lincoln’s Inn. 
’nder the first administration of Lord 
Derby he was raised to the peerage as 
>)rd St. Leonards. 
It goes without saying that there 
were not lacking envious persons to 
tw it him with his former occupation, 
and this story is told: Once when a d ­ 
dressing a crow'd in the interest of his 
ow’ii candidacy to Parliam ent a man 
called out to know w hat soap was 
worth and how lather was made. 
“I am particularly obliged to that 
gputleman for reminding me of my 
origin," said Sir Edward. 
“ It is true 
that I am a barber’s son and was once 
myself a barlier. 
lf the gentleman 
who so politely remlnde<l me of these 
facts had been a barber he shows 
here that b ^ would have remained cue 
to the end of bis life." 
Then there was Charles Abbott, a 
barber’s son, "a scrubby little lad who 
used to walt on his father with razor.s 
and a pew’ter bowl," 
Abbott was 
also made a peer of England. 
An English writer has said of a 
certain Inventive Englishman: “ While 
his inventions have conferred Infinitely 
more real benefit on bis own country 
than she could have derived from the 
absolute dominion of Mexico and Peru, 
they have been universally productive 
of wealth and enjoyment." 
This genius was Sir Richard .\rk- 
wright, and his inventions were in the 
cotton spinning industry. 
He was 
born in 1732, turned from wig making 
when the trade fell off, became enor­ 
mously w'ealthy..was made a peer, and 
died in the sixtieth year of his age. 
English literature has been made 
richer by at least three barbers. 
Jeremy Taylor w’as brought up in 
his father’s shop at Cambridge. Eng­ 
land. 
He is perhaps the most famous 
of all the barbers, his books remaining 
popular after 250 years. 
A critic says 
truthfully that his w’ork Is especially 
literary. 
Weighty w'itli argument, bls 
sermons aud books of devotion are still 
read among us for their sweet and deep 
devotion and their rapidly flowing and 
poetic elo<iuence. 
His most important 
work is “The Liberty of Prophesying.’’ 
The greirte.st English naval poet— 
Charles Dibdin taking rank as second 
was William Falconer. 
He was a 
barber in Edinburgh until his poem 
The Shipwreck" not only made him 
famous but won bim a career in the 
Royal Navy. 
This poem, by the way. 
W'as based on his own experience. 
W hen yet young he had a chance to 
take a voyage on an English vessel 
bound for V’enice. 
The ship was over­ 
taken by a dreadful storm off Cape 
Colouna aud was wrecked, only three 
of the crew' being saved. One of these 
was Falconer, and the incidents of the 
voyage and its disastrous termination 
formed 
the 
subject 
of 
his 
poem. 
Strangely enough 'the terrors of the 
sea W'hich he so eloquently described 
did not deter him from following it. 
and he was lost in the wreck of an­ 
other ship a few years later. 
Allan Ramsay, the Scoltlsh poet, 
who died the year before the blrih of 
Burns, is justly celebrated in the liter­ 
ature of England. 
“The Gentle Shep­ 
herd" is especially worthy of remem­ 
brance, being a pure, tender and gen 
ulne picture of Scottish life and love 
among the poor in the country. 
He 
carried on the song of rural life and 
love and humor wrhich Burns per­ 
fected. Allan Ramsay was at one time 
a prosperous wig maker. 
Benjamin Franklin made more than 
a national reputation with his “Poor 
Richard’s Almanac.” No doubt F rank­ 
lin got the name for his almanac 
from William Winstanley, the barber 
who issued the “Poor Robin" almanacs 
from 1CG2 onward. 
It was this same 
barber w'ho set the example of pub­ 
lishing the “almanac joke.’’ 
Charles Day, who made a fortune In 
blacking, was a barber before be in 
vented his famous shoe polish. Craggs 
who was secretary of the South Sea 
bubble, was a barber turned promoter 
At 
OU 
time 
he 
was 
enormously 
wealthy. 
Being a fearless plunger he 
went as far as the most daring in his 
speculations and when the crash came 
his fortune went with it aud he com 
mitted suicide. 
Giovanna Belzoni, who learned the 
barber’s trade in Padua, had a varied 
career, eudlng lo his eurichmeut. 
He 


removed to Rome when a young man 
but went to England in 1803. 
Nine 
years later he bega traveling, in time 
becoming one of the, nwst gifted Egyp­ 
tian explorers. 
He removed “young 
Meiimon" from Thebes to England. 
was the first to penetrate into the sec­ 
ond great pyramid of Ghizeh and 
opened up several splendid tombr. 
Few barbers, however, have been as 
successful as the penurious and miser­ 
ly speculator of liondon. John Coiir- 
tois. 
He did not hesltati to jKK-ket a 
stri|.v penny when in his best circum­ 
stances. 
It is related thai I.^rd Gage, 
at a meeting of the East Indian Com­ 
pany, once found Courtols present. 
“All. Coiirtoi.s what are you doing 
here?" he asked. 
“I am bere to vote, my lord,’’ was the 
answer. 
• 
“W hatl You a proprietor? -\nd with 
how many votes?" 
"I am a i roprietor and have four 
votes." said the ex-barbe»*. 
“-Mi. indeeill Well, before we go to 
vote, suppose yon fix my curls a bit. 
Courtois." 
And the wealthy proprietor arrangeil 
the curls deftly, pocketed the fee glad­ 
ly, although at his death a short while 
afterw ard he left a fortune of a mil­ 
lion dollars.

should not cfjual man, or even excel 
him. 
This is proved frequently at 
difficult examinations where the most 
brilliant students are often women. 
The lecturer traced the .scientific 
liearlng of the points he advanced, and 
occasionally 
generalized 
upon 
the 
vexeil questions of woman’s character 
and capabilities as a whole; as in the 
follow'ing passage: 
“A w'oman loves extremes. 
A man 
ma.v like or ilislike a person or object. 
a woman loves or hates it. 
A woman 
nu l»e generous in her action, but not 
always so in her feelings. 
Women, as 
rule, are good conver.sationallsts. 
They love talking. 
Men will talk, too, 
lf you give them a subject, but women 
can talk for hoiir.s upon nothing. 
Yet 
her conver.sation, at least to men. is 
not uninteresting, and sometimes most 
harming, for. unlike man, she doe.s 
not talk of her.self. 
She is quick to 
enter into his thoughts and peelings, 
and can readily identify herself w'ith 
his aims." 
Then follow a score of subtle con­ 
tracts and distinctions, such as: “Man 
loves power, woman loves admiration. 
A man respects, woman adores. 
A 
man bas pluck, a w'omnn fortitude. A 
man has push, a woman patience. Man 
Is greater in eoininest and achievement, 
woman In self-sacrifice. .Man may take 
the lead, but it is the woman who 
guides. 
Man may oppres.s w'oman. bur 
ll is 
woman 
that 
Influences 
man. 
Women dearly love to establish a do­ 
minion over any creature that Is larger 
and .stronger than themselves, aud a 
study of history w'ill show us how of­ 
ten they 
have obtained 
their 
w'ay 
where man is concennsl. 
Some men 
not always < f the weakest sort—seem 
to take a r€*al pride in submitting to 
the commands and punisl.ments of the 
W'oineii they love." 
-Many women, he said, acquired cul­ 
ture at the expense of .their emotional 
nature: they starve the heart at the 
expense of the intellect, till they find 
themselves incapable of *.ove. 
Not be­ 
ing happy themselves, bow* can they 
make man happy? 
He wants repose, 
and they are incapable of giving it. 
Women themselves suffer most be- 
cau.se of this universal education, the 
effect of which. Mr. Hollander de­ 
clared, is that it is easier to obtain 
a secretary .ban it is to obtain a good 
cook. aud that, too, a*; lower w'ages.

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Han Ap- 


pointed .or Dismissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


^are rigidly enforced Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger 
The incoming of 


the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
.he fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts aro 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
aa they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva 
tive policy; but the mas* of officeholders 
are secure in their*p'ositionsTaud so well 
fixed U the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere wheie partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party /seal is not rewarded, 
in addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caus>ed by 
deaths resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places as a 
rule, to members of its own party Dur- 
ing the ten years ot recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
|l,ObO,000 a yeai, in addition to an army 
of lecorders, clerks minor magistrates* 
and the like 
Many ot the appointees 


were conservatives, but tha liberal gov 
eminent will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
lorda rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them, but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe Inter- 
est.in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

made by those responsible for the con- 
duct of public affairs "by want of the 
most elementary knowledge are in 
numerable." 
it is not nil in under- 


standing a map, though that in itself 
is not a common facility. I.et us re- 
member that it does not end with the 
charted outlines of the worid, or the 
relief of lands, or even of sen depths. 
Its field has been stated to be "the face 
of the earth." yet that, too, is far with- 
in what this most human science is 
parent of. It has to do with tests of 
atmosphere, and the profile of the 
ocean's bed and what lives there. 


How irregular coast lines make a 


difference in people on the land: lion- 
man, 
superior to plants, has overcome

Laws Strictly Enforced—No Van Ap- 


pointed .or Dismissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


rigidly enforced Civil servants oh 


tain their positions by merit after ex 
amlnatioa, and retain their places dur 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger The incoming o 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom The vast army o 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware o 
.he fact that there is a change of ad 
ministration. There are a certain num 
ber of higher officials whose posts ar 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty o 
carrying out a liberal and conserva 
live policy; but the mas* of officeholders 
are secure in their*p'ositlonsTand ao wel 
fixed U the policy of maintaining a per 
manent force of trained officials thai 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng 


llsh, because of this admirable system 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos 
phere wheie partisanship has been ban 
ished, or that pai ty /seal is not rewarded 
In addition to the 45 leading officials o: 
a political character, with an annual sal 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life flUs 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths resignations, disability and re 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places as c 
rule, to members of its own party Dur 
ing the ten years ot recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the Unltee 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
|l,ObO,000 a yeai, in addition to an army 
of lecorders, clerks minor magistrates*

.bad to become fnmilinr with liis> en- 
vironment, and learn, for bis sub- 
sistence -mid existence, where to find 
food and water, where to find shelter 
in cave or thieket. what roots and 
fruit* \vero nutritious or hat mfu!, vhnt 
animals wen, available for eating, and 
•what animals he had to guard against 
If he would live—so the birds and 
beasts had to do likewise, and learn, 
In their way. wnnt we call geography 
nowadays. To understand what this 
science is nowadays, glance o%er thi» 
latest periodicals of societies devoted 
to it. 
Nothing that denls -with the 


depths of the sea. the heights of the 
mountains, the run of tides, the dan- 
ger of the plains, climate, excavations 
of ancient cities, the races of mankind, 
vegetable life and organic Ufe, mlgra- 
Ition—nothing that deals with these is 
outside geography, which oucp seemed 
1hc easiest study of young clays. 


As the late hydrogrnpber of the Brit- 


ish Navy said, in an addiess just 
printed nfter his death, "to vend the 
daily newspapers requires either a 
geographical knowledge or constant 
reference to maps," and the mistakes 
made by those responsible for Hie eou- 
<lucl of public affairs "by want of tbe 
most elementary knowledge are in- 
numerable." 
it is not nil in under- 


standing a map, though that in itself 
is not a common facility. 
Let us re- 


member that it does not end with the 
charted outlines of tbe world, or tlia 
relief of lands, or even of sea depths. 
Its Held has been stated to be "the fnce 
of the earth." yet that, too, is far with- 
in what this most human science is 
parent of. Jt has to do with tests of 
atmosphere, and the profile of the 
ocean's bed and what lives there. 


How irregular coast lines make a 


difference in people on the land: how 
man, superior to plants, has overcome 
mountains; how different he becomes 
in these altitudes from what he is in 


the plains; how the Phoenicians in 600 
B. C. circumnavigated Africa, and yel 
hpw the Japanese, whose legends, not 
to mention history, do not go back fur- 
ther than that same 600 B. O., believe 
that their islands originated from the 
drip of the God Iznnga's sword (which, 
he dipped into the sea'; how this last 
mentioned nation is derived from a 
mixture of Korean and Malay blood 
and it got its language and religion 
and art from China and Korea, and its 
present civilization from the West; 
how the Victoria Falls, discovered in 
18GO, may now be reached in comfort, 
and how Siberia and Newfoundland 
may be crossed by rail in "sleepers,'' 
and "diners"—all this concerns modern 
geography. 


It is part of geography how tbe 


Black Hills of Colorado, rising sud 
denly from a plain, produce rainfalls 
there, which in +uru produce forests 
aud wash away the surface soil, ex- 
posing, ore, nml thus attract population- 
It is part of geography when the 450 
miles of ice mass as high as the tall- 
est New York building has receded 
fourteen miles toward the South Pole 
since 1841; or when it is found thnt out 
of the Red Sea run* at the bottom a 
current more rapid than that which 
runs in at tbe top. So also when Can- 
ada erects two new provinces, or 
Alaska reveals gold, or removes its 
cupilul from Sitka to Juneati, or when 
it is demonstrated that the moon does 
not foretell the weather. So. likewise, 
when Norway chooses to be a kingdom 
instead of a republic- (and elects a 
king!) and when 400 miles of tele- 
phones are stretched up tbe Congo, or, 
telegraph poles are, as they will be 
next \vmter, set across Sahara, Desert. 


This scarcely begins to indicate what 


the new georgraphy comprises, or how, 
with the growth of communication 
unions; tbe human inhabitants of the 
earth—with the invention of steam, 
the printing press, electricity, Marconi- 
graphs and the indefatigable enterprise 
of explorers—the old limitations have 
been extended, 
miles more of 
mapped toward, the South ,Pole; few 
places in the ocean, which used to have 
"unfathomable depths," remain un- 
sounded: the sacred and impenetrable 
city of Lhasa has been penetrated; 
Korea has been deprived of an im- 
memorial sovereignty; Mexico's "free 
zone" has been abolished; seven and 
one-half feet high gorillas have been 
shot on the French Congo; the origin 
of the horse has been settled in our 
own West, and the discovery of the 
birthplace of civilization is believed 
to be on the eve of fulfilment by a 
Carnegie Institute expedition to Tur- 
kestan, under sand drift brought on 
by the receding of rivers aud the winds 
of time.—New York Press.

A DEEP BORING. 


Fact* of Interest Gleaned TltroucU a 


Half Mile Well. 


In 1857 for dome reason it was 


thought profitable aud possible to se- 
cure nn ancsian well in the Statu 
House yard. Tht» geology of Ohio as 
a science was still unwritten. In fact, 
the first volume of the Ohio Geological 
Beports contains, lae written record of 
this boring. 


Down 2775 feet—over half a mile— 


the auger was sent by tbo slow and 
laborious process of the time, and 
nearly ." year was spent in the work. 
The boring wrs commenced on No^ em- 
ber 4, 1857, and stopped October 1, 
1858. 
No artesian water »vas found. 


The boring -was made in the eastern 


part of ibe grounds. 
Its site was 


pointed out to the writer some ; ears 
ago, and It is now probably covered by 
tbe cement walk extending out to 
Third street from the Judiciary build- 
ing. 
Water was struck and plenty of 


it—fresh, 
salt, sulphur, 
magneslan, 


etc., but none of it came to tlie top. 


Professor Theodore G. Wormley, the 


professor of chemistry jr. Starling 
Medical College, embraced the oppor- 
tunity to securi the te uperature of 
•this deep boring. 
With n thermome- 


ter placed la a specialty prepared iron 
case, and left at the bottom of the 
boring twenty-four hours, he found the 
temperature at the bottom to be 88 
^degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Making 
de- 


ductions for the distance below the 
surface at which the heat of the sun 
ceases to be felt, be computed that the 
.temperature increased one degree for 
every seventy-one feet of descent. At 
.that time E .ropean scientists who 
were carefully studying this branch of 
physical geography had estl nated that 
<the temperature increased in c.uch con- 
ditions oat. degree for every sixty-six 
feet 


There is no reccrd of tUe cost of 


the bo-ing but K must have been con- 
fliderable, as tbe facilities and appara- 
tus were primitive compare*' with 
tnos3,.n use now. Though failing of 
its principal purpose, th° Stale seems 
to have turned it to account through 
its geologists, to that it war, tot wholly 
money

Bemove from the fire and press through 
a puree sieve; add one tablespoonful 
of butter, salt and pepper, then place 
upon the fire, allowing it to come to a 
boil before adding a cupful of whipped 
cream. Serve immediately. 


Fish Broth a la Lucullus — Slice 


three' medium sized onions, and fry 
in a little butter until a pale yellow. 
Take three and a half pounds of any 
firm fleshed fish, such as baas, trout, 
pike, etc., cut into pieces, adding to it 
two sliced carrots, four stalks of pars- 
ley, one of thyme, a clove of garlic, six 
RflPPST CORDS, one.clove,..salt to taste, 
and a bay leaf, if procurable, together 
with the fried onions.

richer by at least three barbers. 


Jeremy Taylor was brought up In 


bis father's shop at Cambridge, Eng- 
land. He is perhaps the most famous 
of all the barbers, his books remaining 
popular after 250 years. A critic says 
truthfully that his work is especially 
literary. Weighty -with argument, his 
sermons and books of devotion are still 
read among us for their s*weet and deep 
de'votlon and their Tapldly flowing'and 
poetic eloquence. His most important 
work is "The Liberty of Prophesying." 


The grerflest English naval poet- 


Charles Dlbdin taking rank as second 
—was William Falconer. He was a 
barber In Edinburgh, until his poem 
"The Shipwreck" not only made him 
famous but won him a career in tbe 
Royal Navy. This poem, by tbe way. 
was based on his own experience. 
When yet young he had a chance to 
take' a voyage oji an English • vessel 
bound for Venice. The ship was over- 
taken by a dreadful storm off Cape 
Colonna and was wrecked, only three 
of the crew being saved. One of these 
was Falconer, and the incidents o* the 
voyage and its disastrous termination 
formed the subject of his poem. 
Strangely enough the terrors of the 
sea which he so eloquently described 
did not deter him from following it, 
and he was lost in the wreck of an- 
other ship a few years later. 


Allan Ramsay, the Scottish poet, 


who died tbe year before the birth of 
Burns, is justly celebrated in the liter- 
ature of England. "The Gentle Shep- 
herd" is especially worthy of remem- 
brance, being a pure, tender and gen- 
uine picture of Scottish life and love 
among tbe poor in the country. He 
carried on the song of rural life and 
love and humor which Burns per- 
fected. Alton Ramsay was at one time 
a prosperous wig maker. 


Benjamin Franklin made more than 


a national reputation with his "Poor 
*Rlchard's Almanac-" No doubt Frank- 
lin got tbe name for his almanac 
from William Winstanley, the barber 
who issued the "Poor Robin" almanacs 
from 1062 onward. It was this same 
barber who set the example of pub- 
lishing the "almanac joke." 


Charles Day, -who made a fortune in 


blacking, was a barber before he in- 
vented his famous shoe polish. Craggs, 
who was secretary of the South Sea 
bubble, was a barber turned promoter. 
At on time he was,/ enormously 
wealthy. Being a fearless plunger he 
-went as far as the most daring in his 
speculations and when the crash came 
bis fortune went with It aud lie com- 
mitted suicide. 


Giovanna Belzoni, who learned the 


barber's trade In Padna. bad a varied 
career, ending IB his enrichment. He,

Dr. Bernard Hollander of the Etli 


nological Society is too learned n schol- 
ar to say that be understands woman,
